SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 


HATER  SUPPLY, 

There  now  remain  only  two  houses  without  mains  water.  Their  existing  well  supply  is  not 
satisfactory,  but  the  houses  arc  several  hundred  yards  from  the  nearest  main. 

Mains  water  is  supplied  by  the  Manchester  Corporation,  and  a constant  supply  of  excellent 
quality  is  maintained.  Supply  is  in  all  cases  di root  to  the  houses,  standpipes  being  non-existent  in 
the  area, 

I am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  of  tho  Manchester  Corporation  Uaterworks  for  the  following 
information  with  regard  to  the  supply:- 

1,  The  water  supply  has  been  of  excellent  quality  throughout  the  year, 

2,  Eighty  nine  (89)  bacteriological  samples  of  the  distributed  T.A,  Nos,  3 and  A supply  were 
examined  during  the  year,  with  the  following  results:-

There  are  now  five  industrial  chimneys  in  the  area,  two  of  which  arc  oil-fired.  With  regard  to  the 
raw  fuel  chimneys  2 burned  wood  shavings  and  sawdust,  and  as  a result  of  complaints  observations  were  made  and  one 
which  was  quite  near  to  dwelli nghouses  has  turned  over  to  coke. 

yith  regard  to  the  two  oil-fired  boilers  both  have  given  cause  for  complaint  during  the  year  but  the 
nuisance  has  been  completely  abated  in  one  case  and  improvement  obtained  in  the  other  case,  as  a result  cf 
adjustment  and  improved  maintenance  of  the  equipment. 
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ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS  AND  OTHER  INSECT  PESTS. 


No  cases  of  bug  infestation  were  discovered  during  the  year.  The  help  of  the  Department  was 
sought  on  12  occasions  in  eliminating  other  insects  including  wasps  - D.D.T.,  Zaldecido  and  Cymag  wore 
successfully  used.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE, 


The  Council  maintained  weekly  emptying  of  ashbins  throughout  the  year.  The  Department  has  one 
S.&  D.Foro  & Aft  Tipper,  and  two  other  S.S  D. Freighters,  making  3 vehicles  in  all. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  local  Authority  over  the  whole  district. 

Cesspools  and  septic  tanks  aro  emptied  free  of  chargo  by  the  Council  as  required.  It  is 
estimated  that  there  aro  at  present  124  houses  in  the  district  draining  to  cesspools  or  septic  tanks. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

It  was  necessary  to  tip  directly  into  the  water  area  on  Grove  Lano  for  soveral  months  of  the  year. 
Tipping  below  and  above  the  water  was  arranged  intermittently  and  the  main  pond  area  is  separated  from  the  area 
of  tipping  by  causeways  made  by  the  tipping  of  inorganic  materials.  These  operations  were  carried  out 
without  nuisance,  and  without  apparent  damage  to  fish  life  in  the  main  pond. 

In  addition,  tipping  was  carried  out  very  near  to  houses  on  the  Dolahays  Road  side  of  the  tip, 
without  complaint  from  the  neighbouring  residents.  The  land  in  question  was  raised  to  form  a car  park 
for  use  in  connection  with  the  Council  Fishing  Pond. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

Treatment  is  carried  out  by  one  of  tho  Council's  workmen,  trained  in  disinfestation  methods. 

Disinfestation  of  the  Council's  sowers  carried  out  during  the  year  was  as  follows:- 
In  iiarch  a maintenance  treatment  was  effected  by  baiting  60  manholes,  and 
poison  baits  wore  subsequently  laid  in  25  of  these, 

A 10'^  tost  was  conducted  in  October  and  revealed  evidence  of  rats  in  24  out  of 
65  manholes  baited,  there  being  600  foul  sewer  manholes  in  the  area. 

As  a result  of  this  test,  treatment  was  confined  to  59  manholes,  and  these  showed 
evidence  of  rats  in  33^  and  poisoning  was  effected  in  38  manholes. 

Tho  Council  continued  to  troat  dwelling  houses  infested  with  rats  and  mice,  free  of  charge.
